Soviets Execute 


Twenty-Eight In 


Internal Purge 


MOSCOW, June 14.—(^—Twenty- 
eight persons have been convicted 
and executed at Svobondy, In the 
Soviet Far East, for wrecking the 
Amur railroad, It became known 
today. 


These executions Increase to 161 
the known total of persons con- 
demned and shot during the last 
year In the Soviet government's 
drive to stamp out all Its Internal 
foes, 


The charges against these alleg- 


ed "wreckers" were similar to those 
made in three previous trials In 
the Far East, at Svobondy and at 
Khabarovsk. 


These trials already had resulted 


In 66 executions. All the condemn- 
ed were accused of being partici- 
pants In a Trotskyist, Japanese spy 
and terror organization which al- 
legedly acted along the Amur rail- 
road. 


News of the newest Far Eastern 


executions came on the heels of 
the conviction and shooting of eight 
red army generals, once the flower 
of the mightiest armed force In the 
world. They were executed Satur- 
day for treason, accused of selling 
out their comrades to Nazi Ger- 
many. 


This case apparently had no di- 


rect connection with the Far East- 
ern trials, except that all reflected 
the Soviet's grim determination to 
wipe out opposition on every front.

only one-sixteenth royalty. 


He has In mind a revision making 


the lands subject only to leasing 
under which the state might re- 
ceive one-eighth or more. He Indi- 
cated favor also for a loading board 
composed of the land commission- 
er and two members of the state 
board of education.

fair to other taxpayers. It 
is not good citizenship. It 
is not excused by the fact 
that the evaders may dis- 
approve of the way the tax 
money is spent. So popular 
condemnation, not to men- 
tion governmental action, 
can probably be relied on 
to discourage this sort of 
thing before it spreads and 
infects the whole body of 
taxpayers.

LAWVIQLATOR8 


INSPECTORS TO BE GIVEN 


FULL POLICE POWERS BE- 


GINNING SEPTEMBER 1 


AUSTIN, June 
14.—</P>—Things 
are going to he difficult for state 
Iquor law violators after Septcm- 
oer 1 under the new regulatory 


Inspectors, now denied the priv- 


ilege of .carrying fire arms, will 
be given full powers of peace of- 
ficers at the 
discretion of the 
liquor board, for one thing. 


Another is they 
will be per- 


mitted to use search warrants. 


In drafting the new law, effec- 


tive Sept. 1, the legislators took 
into consideration court decisions, 
federal 
regulations, 
and 
knowl- 


edge gained from 18 months' ex- 
perience In enforcement. 


The board 
will be given tha 
power to adopt a standard of pur- 
ity, 
quality and 
Identity of all 


liquors, including wines, and rules 
governing their labeling and ad- 
vertising. 


The privilege of re-bottling wine 


was taken away from 
retailers. 


Wholesalers or others desiring to 
engage In this business will -be re- 
quired to buy a $150 permit. 


Bonded public warehouse per- 
mits were raised to $100 but the 
S50 storage fee was eliminated. 


Physicians will not be required 
to obtain permits to write pre- 
scriptions for liquor. 


The 
legislature 
decreed 
It 
would be unlawful for any person 
to have an Interest in more than 
five package store permits, a pro- 
vision designed to prevent cor- 
porations owning a large number 
of stores. 


All beer liconsrs, of which there 


are approximately 13.000, will no 
issued by the state board at Aus- 
tin instead of county tax collec- 
tors.^ The procedure of applying 
to the county judge, obtaining an 
authorization from him and pay- 
ing the annual fee remains un- 
changed.

at this stage. Children should not 
be allowed to mingle with crowds 
and travel by children should be 
discouraged.

The report turning- to the pres- 


ident's argument

It is a habit that expresses itself 
in the jingle of small coins — 2c here, 3c there — a nickel, a dime — but 
when these small coins are totaled up over the period of a year they 
spell the sum of $414,000,000. This is more than five times the 
amount which the American public spends during a year for all 
other media. 


Here is one evidence of how heavily the American public depends* 
on its newspapers. In this age our knowledge consists largely of 
what we read. The newspaper constitutes the vast majority of 
America's reading matter. It is from the newspaper that we acquire 
a great portion of our knowledge — most of our ideas.

The newspaper does more than report. Merely to tell people what 
has happened is not enough today. People want to know more than 
just this. Why did it happen? What's back of it all? What is it likely 
to lead to? What are the implications? The newspaper,- therefore, 
can not stop with mere reporting. It must interpret also. Through its 
editorials, photographic service and political cartoons, the news- 
paper interprets the news. It sums up. It crystalizes. It clarifies. Be- 
cause of this — because the public has been in the habit of turning 
regularly to its newspapers for such interpre- 
tation and crystalization — the newspaper, 
more than any other agency, molds public 
opinion. It instills ideas. 


In this connection, it must be remembered also 
that the newspaper is perhaps the public's 
most constant and dependable defender. It is 
the newspaper which is continuously cham- 
pioning the interests of its community. It is 
the newspaper which ferrets out 
corruption and graft, publicizes it, 
and endeavors to drive it out of of- 
fice. It is the newspaper which ori- 
ginates programs of civic improve- 
ment. It is the newspaper which 
agitates and fights for the better- 
ment of its community and its peo- 
ple.
